THE HIGH COST OF ILLEGITIMACY RISING 


The high cost of illegitim acy in the United States is rising, 
and rising fast, due to our welfare laws, which encourage it. 


Deploring this rising cost and citing some pertinent facts, 
Art W alhausen in the last issue of his Charleston Enterprise- 
Courier has the following: 


“The 
extrem ely 
high—and 
constantly 
rising—cost 
of 
illegitimacy in the general welfare program has finally been rec­ 
ognized in Illinois. 


“ In the hopper of Illinois legislature is a bill to permit fam ily 
courts to take children aw ay from a woman after she has given 
birth to a second illegitimate child. 


It is interesting to note, also, that figures were introduced to 
show that there are illegitimate children in 46 percent of the 
families receiving money under the ADC program . 


“Of course no amount of argument or evidence will convince 
the starry eyed, lamebrained nincompoops who direct the wel­ 
fare state on the national level that the production of illegitimate 
children is a business—a deliberate, studied business proposition. 


“Other folks find otherwise. 


‘T ak e the cross exam ination of Albert J , Cross, head of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association’s departm ent of local govern­ 
ment w’hich is genuinely concerned with the mounting costs of 
the welfare state: 


“Mr. Cross testified that “ production of illegitimate children 
is one of the best jobs” in Pulaski County. When a legislator 
asked Mr. Cross, You have information that because women get 
$35 to $40 a month for each illegitimate child they have them 
deliberately? 


“ Mr. Cross replied, "Y es." 


‘There is documented evidence in M ississippi County, M is­ 
souri for instance, of from six to eight illegitim ate children by 
one woman, and each by a different male. 


“There is also documented evidence of mother-daughter com­ 
binations with both in full production—and nary a husband, as 
such, in sight. 


“The welfare people do not appear overly concerned with 
this condition, or else they have orders from higher up to wink 
at the obvious and to continue to load the monthly payroll. Let 
the public pay and be damned. Who cares? 


“One other thing should be pointed out in this connection. 
The mere payment to the mother of illegitimate brats of from 
$35 to $40 per month for 16 to 18 years is not the entire cost. 
These children must be educated—or at least they must attend 
public schools . . . at public expense, and uknow-ho pavs that 
bill. 


“ And so the public pays this double expense, -while the child- 
generating “sluts continue to add to the ever-growing total.” 


Mr. W alhausen and doubtless many other people in Missouri 
would be more willing to help increase the salaries of M issouri’s 
legislators at the April election if these legislators would do 
something about Missouri law s which provide a good living to 
those women who bear a liberal number of illegitimate children, 
as thousands of them in M issouri are doing. 


But Mr. Walhausen is not the only new spaper man who is 
concerned about our bastard promoting w elfare laws. Here is 
what a Georgia newspaper—the Atlanta Journ al—recently said: 


“A bill currently before the House aimed at punishing un­ 
wed mothers would in effect give such mothers the choice of 
going to jail or not getting state welfare aid for the child. 


“ The bill w as introduced by Rep. Jack B. Ray of Warren 
County. It would make two pieces of evidence enough for con­ 
viction of adultery or fornication: a statement by the mother 
that the child is hers and the fact of iiirth. 


“Such a statement has to be made in applications for state 
welfare payments for such children. 


SO, ONE RESULT of passage of the bill would be to dis­ 
courage such mothers from applying for the welfare benefits 


“A check with the State Welfare Dept, shows the large m a­ 
jority of illegitimate children on welfare rolls are Negro. 


“ Here are results of a study of the m atter made by the wel­ 
fare department in December, 1953. W’elfare officials say the 
percentages are still about the same. 


“ There were 14.305 cases of illegitimate children on welfare 
rolls at that time. 


“ Of these, 496 cases involved white persons with a total of 
597 children. This meant illegitimate children comprised 2.7 per 
cent of the total number of white cases. 


“At the sam e time, there were 2,088 cases involving Negroes 
with 3,741 children. This w as 20.7 per cent of the Negro case 
load. 


A TO TAL OF 86.5 per cent of all illegitimate children on 
welfare rolls at that time were Negroes. 


“ The intention of the bill set out by Rep. Ray when he in­ 
troduced it was to penalize the mother who is heartless enough 
to brand a child with a lifetime stigma. 


“ He said the large num ber of such cases in the state were 
evidence that just punishing fathers, as is now the practice in 
court child support cases, is not enough. 


“Putting potential women offenders on notice they face 
prosecution would cut down the number of cases of illegitimacy, 
Rep. Ray said. 


“The maximum sentence and fine for adultery or fornica­ 
tion convictions is 18 months’ imprisonment and $2,000 fine. 


“ There is no law in the state which m akes it illegal per se 
to be the parent of an illegitimate child.”

ILLEGITLM ATE INCOME 


As Tennessee’s legislators came to the final stages of legis­ 
lation intended to take away cash prizes for illegitimacy, legis­ 
lators of Illinois are learning about sim ilar difficulties on the 
other side of the Ohio River. 


A citizen of Pulaski County (Mound City is the county seat) 
has appeared before a legislative committee to tell of women 
who “raise illegitimate children as a livelihood.” He said, “Ju st 
as I raise hogs for profit, they are raising children for the Gov­ 
ernment.” 


He told specifically of a woman with 14 illegitimate children, 
including three daughters with four illegitimates of the second 
generation. 


The account we read indicated the reporter was doubtful of 
accuracy of such an account, since the w-itness declined to name 
the cheaters.

THE HIGH COST OF ILLEGITIMACY RISING 


The high cost of illegitimacy in the United States is rising, 
and rising fast, due to our welfare laws, which encourage it. 


Deploring this rising cost and citing some pertinent facts, 
Art Walhausen in the last issue of his Charleston Enterprise- 
Courier has the following: 


“The 
extrem ely 
high—and 
constantly 
rising—cost 
of 
illegitimacy in the general welfare program has finally been rec­ 
ognized in Illinois. 


“In the hopper of Illinois legislature is a bill to permit family 
courts to take children aw'ay from a woman after she has given 
birth to a second illegitimate child. 


It is interesting to note, also, that figures were introduced to 
abow that there are illegitimate children in 46 percent of the 
families receiving money under the ADC program. 


“Of course no amount of argum ent or evidence will convince 
the starry eyed, lamebrained nincompoops w’ho direct the wel­ 
fare state on the national level that the production of illegitimate 
children is a business—a deliberate, studied business proposition. 


“Other folks find otherwise, 


‘Take the cross examination of Albert J. Cross, head of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association’s departm ent of local govern­ 
ment which is genuinely concerned with the mounting costs of 
the welfare state: 


“Mr. Cross testified that “production of illegitimate children 
is one of the best jobs” in Pulaski County. When a legislator 
asked Mr. Cross, You have information that because women get 
$35 to $40 a month for each illegitimate child they have them 
deliberately? 


“Mr. Cross replied. “Yes.” 


“There is documented evidence in Mississippi County, Mis­ 
souri for instance, of from six to eight illegitimate children by 
one woman, and each by a different male. 


“There is also documented evidence of mother-daughter com­ 
binations with both in full production—and nary a husband, as 
such, in sight. 


“The welfare people do not appear overly concerned with 
this condition, or else they have orders from higher up to wink 
at the obvious and to continue to load the monthly payroll. Let 
the public pay and be damned. Who cares? 


“One other thing should be pointed out in this connection. 
The mere payment to the mother of illegitimate brats of from 
$35 to $40 per month for 16 to 18 years is not the entire cost. 
These children must be educated—or at least they must attend 
public schools . . . at public expense, and uknowho pays that 
biU. 


“And so the public pays this double expense, while the child- 
generating “sluts continue to add to the ever-grow'ing total."

But Mr. W alhausen is not the only newspaper man who is 
concerned about our bastard promoting welfare laws.

“A bm currently before the House aimed at punishing un­ 
wed mothers W'ould in effect give such mothers the choice of 
going to jail or not getting state welfare aid for the child. 


“The bill was introduced by Rep. Jack B. Ray of W arren 
County. It would make two pieces of evidence enough for con­ 
viction of adultery or fornication: a statement by the mother 
that the child is hers and the fact of birth. 


“Such a statem ent has to be made in applications for state 
welfare payments for such children. 


SO. ONE RESULT of passage of the bill would be to dis­ 
courage such mothers from applying for the welfare benefit* 


“A check with the State Welfare Dept, show’s the large m a­ 
jority of illegitimate children on welfare rolls are Negro. 


“Here are results of a study of the m atter made by the wel­ 
fare department in December, 1953. W elfare officials say the 
percentages are still about the same. 


“There were 14.305 cases of illegitimate children on welfare 
rolls at that time. 


“Of these, 496 cases involved white persons with a total of 
597 children. This m eant illegitimate children comprised 2.7 per 
cent of the total num ber of white cases. 


“At the same time, there were 2.088 cases involving Negroes 
with 3,741 children. This was 20.7 per cent of the Negro case 
load. 


A TOTAL OF 86.5 per cent of all illegitimate children on 
welfare rolls at that time were Negroes. 


“The intention of the bill set out by Rep. Ray when he in­ 
troduced it was to penalize the mother who is heartless enough 
to brand a child with a lifetime stigma. 


“He said the large number of such cases in the state were 
evidence that just punishing fathers, as is now' the practice in 
court child support cases, is not enough. 


“Putting potential women offenders on notice they face 
prosecution would cut down the number of cases of illegitimacy, 
Rep. Ray said. 


“The maximum sentence and fine for adultery or fornica­ 
tion convictions is 18 months’ imprisonment and $2,000 fine. 


“There is no law' in the slate which makes it illegal per se 
to be the parent of an illegitimate child.”

ILLEGITIMATE INCOME 


As Tennessee's legislators came to the final stages of legis­ 
lation intended to take away cash prizes for illegitimacy, legis­ 
lators of Illinois are learning about similar difficulties on the 
other side of the Ohio River. 


A citizen of Pulaski County (Mound City is the county seat) 
has appeared before a legislative committee to tell of women 
who “raise illegitimate children as a livelihood.” He said, “Just 
as I raise hogs for profit, they are raising children for the Gov­ 
ernment." 


He told specifically of a woman with 14 illegitimate children, 
including three daughters with four illegitimates of the second 
generation.

It is regrettable that a State 
Senate committee has seen fit to 
em asculate the Highway Patrol 
bill passed by the House and we 
hope that from somewhere in the 
Senate—o r in the House when the 
bill goes back to it for concurren­ 
ce—will be found to restore the 
provisions of the House bill. 
In the first place, the Senate has 
reduced the number of men to be 
added to the Highway Patrol and 
has reduced the salary increases 
which were voted by the 
House. 
The sm aller increase in personnel 
is 
comparatively 
unimportant, 
since it would be impossible to 
train the entire number proposed 
immediately’, anyway, but the sal­ 
ary increases are important. If we 
are to maintain the present high 
standards of the patrol, we must 
pay a living—and competitive — 
wage to the troopers and their of­ 
ficers. Th* patrol must not become 
a training ground for other orga­ 
nizations. Instead, it must 
offer 
lifetime careers for men of high 
calibre. 
Most distressing, however, is the 
effect of the Senate to reduce the 
authority of the patrol in criminal 
m atters. Its 
policy 
statement 
would permit the patrol to 
be 
called in on major criminal cases, 
but would bar the troopers from 
handling petty crime. Missouri and 
other states long ago found out that 
the ties between petty crime and 
major crim e—and the ties between 
highway traffic and crime of all 
kinds—have no dividing line. To 
hamstring the patrol’s 
effort 
to 
keep the highways clear of crimi­ 
nal traffic—traffic which now out- 
speeds the efforts of the most ef­

We go along with Governor Blair 
on his call for adequate laws for 
adequate 
inspection of nursing 
homes in the State, not only to pre­ 
vent a recurrence of the Warren­ 
ton holocaust, but to improve con­ 
ditions other than fir* hazards in 
those institutions. But we don't be­ 
live that th# Governor’s proposal 
removes the need for a state fire 
marshal and legislation and ap­ 
propriations to make his work ef­ 
fective. 
Nursing homes are not the only 
things which burn up and which 
need safeguards. Hotels, schools, 
theaters, night clubs, hospitals, 
auditoriums and other 
building* 
house considerable numbers of peo­ 
ple for varying lengths of time, and 
need the same careful inspection 
and administration which nursing 
homes need It is pitiful when 72 
old men and old women die in a 
nursing home fire. but it is pitiful 
too. w’hen little children, or adults 
die in a hospital fire, or when gay 
crowds are trapped in a night club 
or theater, or when college stu­ 
dents burn to death or 
suffocate 
when fire sweeps a rooming house, 
a fraternity house or a dormitory. 
There are many, many dangerous 
conditions in the Bute, some of 
them here in Columbia — which 
could be corrected with honest 
administration of an adequate law. 
It was not strange that safety 
experta in various parts of 
the 
country were quick to point 
out 
after the Warrenton fire the al­ 
most standard set of circumstan­ 
ces which lead to institutional holo­ 
causts, but it was tragic that Mis­ 
souri did not have the machinery 
to bring these dangers to light— 
and correct them—before 72 trust­ 
ing old people died in a blaze. 
We can no longer afford to re­ 
main callous about this m atter. We 
hope that the Governor will give 
earnest thought to the state’s acute 
need for a fire marshal and make 
it a part of his efforts to reduce 
fire hazards in the State at this 
time when all of us are so aware of 
the tragic aftermath of indiffer­ 
ence.

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Memphis Banker Discusses 
Cotton at Meeting of M C P A 


C. C. Smith, vice-president of 
the National Bank of Commerce 
iii Memphis, Tenn., appearing as 
a guest speaker for the recent 
annual meeting of the MCPA gave 
an unusually informative address 
on “Some Trends in Cotton.” 
After a brief introduction Mr. 
Smith said:

South.

again declined in a fairly steady 
manner from 20.18c on September 
3, 1929 to 4.9le on June IO, 1932. 
Regardless of the cause of these 
declines in cotton and other agri­ 
cultural commodities, the impact 
on business was severe. I recall 
that we had five banka in the 
town where I lived on one morn­ 
ing, and the next morning only 
one bank. You remember similar 
impacts on other lines of business. 
These conditions led to a public 
demand for stabilization in vari­ 
ous lines of our economy and 
among other things led to a price 
support program for agricultural 
commodities.

An analysis shows that for the 
1955 crop, as classed by the gov­ 
ernm ent, 83 * of the 13-16” cot­ 
ton.

At that hearing, 
the union leaders were the only 
persons who testified in favor of 
the repeal bill.

As Secretary of the Democratic 
Conference in the Senate, I was 
invited to the White House recent­ 
ly to be “ briefed’' by the Presi­ 
dent on his meeting in Bermuda 
with Prime Minister MacMillen of 
Great Britain.

Pentagon say it 
may be five to ten years before
